tance subscribe to at least one Christian periodi- 
cal, and have a plan for securing and reading 
regularly good Christian books? 

Probably not—if they are typical evangelical Christians. 
Moreover, it is the failure of evangelical Christianity at 
this point that to a large measure robs our churches and 
homes of the spiritual life and vitality that is our heritage. 

The seriousness of the situation can be revealed by a 
survey of any typical church community. Spot checks 
made in a representative midwestern city, for instance, 
revealed that less than half of the church families sub- 
scribed to a Christian periodical. What was more signifi- 
cant, however, was that both those who did subscribe to a 
Christian periodical and those who ‘didn’t, subscribed to 
and read avidly at least three secular publications. 

What is true of periodicals is even more true of books. 
Far less than half the families in any average evangelical 
church have a regular program of reading good Christian 
books—either fiction or nonfiction. Yet those same fami- 
lies who read Christian books, read four or five times as 
many secular books. The devastating fact here, as well 
as in the case of periodicals, is not so much that more 
secular material is read than religious—but that the secu- 
lar material is more often anti-religious instead of simply 
secular. 

Obviously such a situation puts a tremendous burden 
of responsibility upon the individual pastor and the alert 
Christians in a church. For unless a regular program of 
good Christian reading is sponsored in our Christian homes 
through the church, we can expect to see only a loss of 
spiritual vitality—both for those homes and for the church 
of which they are a part. 

At the family level, much can be done through alerting 
Christian parents to their responsibility to their children. 
Certainly every Christian family that means business for 
the Lord should take one or more of the following steps: 

1. Subscribe to at least one good Christian periodical 
that provides reading material for every age group rep- 
resented in the family. 

2. Launch a program for building up a Christian library 
in the home. Books should be secured in both fiction and 
nonfiction fields, covering such phases as biography, mis- 
sions, Christian living, Bible study, etc. They should be kept 
together and identified as a Christian library.

3. Follow some regular plan stimulating the reading of | 


good Christian literature—both that available in the home 
and that secured from the church or local lending library. 

On the church level, also, there are many opportunities 
for stimulating reading of good Christian literature. The 
pastor, Sunday School superintendent, young people’s lead- 
er and teachers should be actively engaged in promoting 
the program. It might include such steps as the following: 

1. The setting up and maintaining of an active church 
or Sunday School library, which should be promoted from 
the pulpit, as well as in the Sunday School. A regular 
budget should provide for the purchase of new books on 
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a designated program. The library should be administered 
by an efficient person who is acquainted with library 
techniques. 

2. Establishment of a reading club. This is possible at 
virtually all age levels from Primary through Adult. These 
clubs may cover various fields—missions, outstanding 
Christian biographies, church history, etc. Interest within 
the club may be maintained by special projects, such as 
dramatizing, on special occasions, various books which 
have been covered by the club’s reading activity during 
the past months. 

3. Every church should set aside at least one week a 
year as Christian Literature Week. At this time every or- 
ganization within the church and Sunday School should 
emphasize the importance of reading Christian periodicals 
and books. Opportunity should be given church members 
to subscribe to various magazines, or to secure outstanding 
books. Usually publishers will cooperate by sending sample 
literature for such events. 

These are not mere ideas. They have been used by ag- 
gressive churches which have a real desire to see their 
people grow spiritually so that they may be used more ef- 
fectively in the Lord’s service. And what has been ac- 
complished by these churches can be done in any church 
today. 
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of a Living Church 
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OURTH AMONG THE MARKS of a living church 
SF: have named a consistently vigorous missions and 

evangelistic program. Where evangelistic and mis- 
sionary energy is lacking, there is only spiritual stag- 
nation and religious staleness. Whatever else the Christian 
religion is, it is positively a throbbing and expanding 
movement whose lifeblood is evangelism and whose march- 
ing orders are the words of Christ, “Go ye therefore into 
all the world.” No group that is not fired with evangelistic 
and missionary zeal can claim to have part or right with 
the Church supreme and eternal. Where no missions and 
evangelistic spirit is, there is no true Christian spirit. 
Where there is no compassion for the lost, there is Chris- 
tianity only in name and not in reality. Where there is no 
concern for the lost of all nations, there is no universal 
vision as Christ had and commended to His followers. Big- 
otry and sinful nationalism will cause a man to become 
careless about the lost and dying of other lands. Luke- 
warmness and lack of Christian love will cause a man to 
lose concern about the lost of his own land. 

The wise man said, and it is underscored in spirit 
throughout the Scriptures, “where there is no vision the 
people perish” (Proverbs 29:18). The vision mentioned 
here does not take the form of hallucinations or deliriums, 
or necessarily an actually visible Spirit-given vision. The 
possession of the vision mentioned here will keep people 
from perishing, and its absence will cause them to perish. 
And was not Christ trying to urge upon His disciples a 
vision of evangelism when He said to them, “Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white already 
to harvest” (John 4:35)? He was trying to assist His fol- 
lowers in seeing a vision of the work of world evangelism 
that must be done. Eyes too dim or clouded to see this 
vision are likewise too dim or clouded to behold distinctly 
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the face of the Lord. The great imperative of the Chris- 
tian religion is to work with vigor and diligence t win 
the lost of every nation to Jesus Christ. ‘ 

Proressor WILLIAM Owen Carver szys 
in The Course of Christian Missions, “Christian missiogs 
are rooted in the Christian concept of God. They ar: 
continued and perpetuated by reason of the Christian ex- 
perience of God. It is not possible to hold steadily the 
true Christian idea of God and not to undertake to share 
that idea with all other men. Christianity has from the 
beginning been a missionary religion. . . . Whenever and 
in what measure the Church of Christ has been Chris- 
tian, it has been missionary.” Professor Carver wren of 
by aptly pointing out that only two other religions have 
been evangelistic and missionary in their ministries: 
Buddhism and Mohammedanism. He says, “Buddhism had 
something of missionary impulse and activity from its 
beginning. Its great missionary period began some three 
hundred years after its origin. Its missionary career was 
quite remarkable, spreading the faith throughout a large 
part of Asia and winning a very extensive following. Its ° 
spread was mainly in one general direction unto one type 
of race temperament and of culture. .. . It is to be ob- 
served in the light of the facts that the missionary pas- 
sion is not inherently and vitally necessary to the re- 
ligion. . . . With Jesus, the whole race of men was the ob- 
jective, and no one can be His true follower who is in- 
different to the needs of any man, or who neglects to 
give His Gospel to every man.” 

As a missionary religion Mohammedanism far exceeds 
Buddhism. Actually, in some respects of aggressive ex- 
pansion of its faith, Mohammedanism parallels Chris- 
tianity. Of course, Mohammedanism is not a religion of 
love and compassion as is Christianity; its instrument of 
expansion has not been Christianity’s Word of God, but a 
bloody sword. Aggressive warfare has been its device to 
win converts and adherents to the prophet Mohammed. 
Much of the Asiatic world today is under the Moslem 
crescent because of the militant fanaticism of its devo- 
tees. 


Jupaism WAS THE cradle of Christianity, 
and Judaism—the Old Testament religion—was intrinsic- 
ally evangelistic. While Christian missions were properly 
born with Christ, it cannot be said that missionaries of 
righteousness began with Him, for many Old Testament 
missionaries did a wonderful work for God. They were as 
fired with the evangelistic spirit as any New Testament 
hero of whom we read. In The Progress of World-Wide 
Missions Robert Hall Glover states, “It should not be over- 
looked that while Christian missions properly begin only 
with the New Testament, yet the missionary idea is found 
all through the Old Testament. The Bible from cover to 
cover is a missionary book. From the very beginning God 
revealed His plan and purpose as a world-wide one.” 

Christ Himself made a notable allusion to the missionary 
zeal of the Jews of His day when He said, “. . . ye compass 
sea and land to make one proselyte .. .” (Matthew 23:15). 
The complete statement of Jesus is unpleasant, for in- 
stead of.commending the scribes and Pharisees for their 
ardor in evangelism, He rather condemned them because 
the things they preached to the heathen were not the 
truth. Therefore, they made those whom they won to their 
religion “twofold more the child of hell than yourselves.” 
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Thus, we see that not all evangelistic work is good and 
not all missionary labor is to be commended. Some of it 
is basically bad and entirely corrupt. But, at least, these 
words of Christ are a testimony to the widespread Juda- 
istic missionary spirit. 

The spirit of Christian evangelism and the missions is 
co set free the heathen races who are in bondage to fear 
and superstition and death, rather than giving them, in 
addition to these bonds, the added bondage of ritual and 
legalism. 


Every CHRISTIAN TODAY is expected to 
have a world-wide vision of the great task of redeeming 
mankind. The Christian experience is something that can- 
not be possessed and enjoyed exclusively—for its greatest 
enjoyment is in sharing it with others. Where there is no 
desire to share this experience with others, there is grave 
doubt that one has an experience with Christ. It is con- 
stantly manifest throughout the Scriptures that when one 
finds Christ, one’s first impulse is to lead a friend to Him, 
also. The same spirit of expansion is felt in a community 
way, for when one community through the Christian ages 
has heard of the Saviour, they have carried His message 
to their neighboring community. Since its earliest history 
Christianity has been spread in this manner. Persecution 
and distress might compel Christians to leave one com- 
munity and seek haven in another, but under no circum- 
stance did that persecution instill fear and _ timidity 
enough to hinder Christian expansion. Wherever the 
Christians went they took their faith with them and they 
held their Saviour up before the eyes of all men whom they 
met. 

To say that one is a true Christian when in one’s heart 
there is no desire to see the message of Christ carried 
to all people, is the same as to say a body is robust and 
teeming with health, even when the blood has grown cold 
in its veins. The eternal criterion by which Christian vi- 
tality is to be: determined is whether or not there is a 
sincere and growing desire to see lost mankind brought 
into the fold of Christ’s salvation. If this is too austere 
and stern a standard, then the Scriptures are guilty of 
impinging upon the adherents of Christ that which is too 
hard and strict, for such a measure is that which we find 
in Holy Writ whereby man can guage the Christian pene- 
tration of his heart and his thinking. 

If a man’s desire to see the Christian religion spread 
over all the world is a guage whereby we can determine 
the temper of his Christianity, then a church’s efforts to 
spread Christianity over the world is a measure whereby 
we can know its vitality and permanency. To be an evan- 
gelical church is not necessarily the same as to be an 
evangelistic church. An evangelical church is one which 
contends for the purity of Christian doctrine, while an 
evangelistic church is one that contends for consistent 
and concerted effort to attract men from sin and to 
Christ. Almost all evangelical churches are. evangelistic, 
for to be one without being the other is a possible but rare 
feat. To be evangelistic is to be enthusiastic and yet to 
have a burden. It is to preach with gladness of heaven, 
and yet warn with tears of hell. It is to show the joys of 
salvation, and yet outline the sorrows of damnation. It is 
to be optimistic over the hope of the saved, and yet sor- 
rowful because of the doom of the sinner. Jesus was 
evangelistic every day that He lived. The writings of Paul 
are all evangelistic. The ministries and writings of all the 
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apostles point with a shout of joy to the reward of right- 
eousness and with an urgent cry of warning to the abode 


of the damned. ® 


THE CHURCH OF GOD is eminently evange- 
listic and missionary-minded. Evangelism and missions 
form the nucleus around which the whole of the Church 
is builded. If we should ever be any other minded, then a 
process of dry rot would commence to destroy the entire 
structure we love so dearly. When I say that there is a 
mind for missions and evangelism, I mean that it is a 
matter of the heart. There are some attitudes that are 
irreconcilable with the spirit of Christian missions. The 
mission interest of a people cannot always be determined 
by the amount of money they give, for often a spirit of 
competition can enter into the giving of material means. 
A desire to break records is not sufficient. A desire to give 
more than anyone else can be carnal. It is possible for a 
man to give generously of his means and still have no 
real concern for the lost—if his giving is done in a spirit 
of competition or self glory. 

Mission emphasis because it is considered a duty is not 
the same as mission emphasis because it is considered an 
imperative ministry. Revivalism because it is the custom 
is not the same as consistent efforts by those whose hearts 
are burdened to lead the lost to Christ. A willingness to 
give and a willingness to do are not necessarily an echo 
of the evangelistic and missionary spirit. It should be so. 
I think it is so with almost every minister and member of 
the Church of God. There may be some exceptions, for 
such exceptions must be expected in a church growing as 
rapidly as we are. In the main, our pastors and ministers 
have revivals in their local churches because there exists 
in that congregation a genuine and heartfelt burden for 
the lost of its community. Mission offerings are raised be- 
cause there is a clear and distinct vision of imperiled 
heathen lands crying for help. Each dollar that is given 
for the cause of foreign missions should not be given be- 
cause others are giving or becausé a certain amount of 
money is desired, but because each dollar represents in- 
creased efforts to lead some lost man to Christ. 

It is wonderful that in 1949-50 we gave $318,771.22 for 
foreign missions, and still wonderful that the next year 
we gave $546,955.79 (or an increase of $228,184.57), and 
that last year this was increased to $573,766.14; but the 
most wonderful part is that this was given because of a 
vision among our people—a frue vision of the lost. Our 








people not only have a vision that causes them to give 
for foreign missions, but a vision that sends them forth as 
missionaries. That is why the Church of God today has 
70 American missionaries, 27 European and Canadian mis- 
sionaries, 53 sponsored national missionaries, and approxi- 
mately 1,900 non-sponsored missionaries in 52 different ‘ 
countries. Also wonderful is the fact that in our missionary 
files there are 215 candidates for missionary service; and 
at least ten new countries are prospects for missionary 
expansion. 

It is the evangelistic spirit that will cause every local 
church in our denomination to have several revival cam- 
paigns during the next twelve months, and the entire 
Church of God to have simultaneous revivals in April, 
1953. The fact that we are constantly boosting our mis- 
sionary and evangelistic efforts should be evidence to all 
the world that we are aware of our Christian responsibil 
ity, and are a spiritually living group.

HE WORD OF GOD is 
]: wonderful and an all- 
sufficient story of man 
and his beginnings. The Bible tells 
me the origin of everything I see and 
everything relative to the life of man.

death row of the prison waiting for 
the day of execution, waiting for the 
day when I must take that long 
journey through the dark hall of death 
and there meet destruction because of 
the sin in my life. In Psalm 51:5 
I read I was shapen in iniquity 
and in sin my mother conceived me. 
I was a sinner condemned to die, the 
Bible told me, and I must pay the 
penalty for my sin. In Romans 3:23 
I found that I had sinned and come 
short of the glory of God, and be- 
cause of that the law demanded 
death. I didn’t want to die; the very 
thought of the long, dark hall of death made me fear the 
unknown. Besides death there was to come the day that I 
had to stand before the wrath of God and burn, not for a 
few seconds as the man who dies in the electric chair, but 
forever I must feel the flesh of my body burn; forever 
I must smell brimstone; forever I must thirst. I must 
pay the price for sin in my life. 

There was a war within me. I saw the widow in need, 
and something said, “Help her.” But something else said, 
“Let the old woman die—she is no longer any good to 
society.” When I saw the poor orphan child, hungry and 
homeless, something said, “Help that child,” while some- 
thing else said, “Let the little brat starve; it’s not your 
responsibility.” Condemned to die, yet a war going on 
within me. I found this the state of man as recorded 
in Romans 7. I cried with the writer of Romans 7:24, “O 
wretched man that I am! Who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?” Who will get me out of the prison 
of death? Who will break the shackles of sin from me? 
Who will deliver me from habits unclean? Who will stand 
in my stead before the wrath of God? Who will accom- 
pany me down the hall of death? “O wretched man that 
I am. Who shall deliver me?” 


THE WORD of God tells me things—I must 
read on. But something told me not to read any more: 
“Haven’t you found out enough about your condition?” 
that voice said. But there was a cry for more reading 
of this Bible. I was the man in the 23d verse—a wretched 
man wanting deliverance, asking who would help me. I am 
so glad I didn’t stop reading there. Praise God, the Bible 
has the answer to all your problems. The 23d verse asked 
who would deliver me, and the 24th verse answers the 
question: “I thank God through JESUS CHRIST OUR 
LORD.” This verse told me a man named Jesus would 
deliver me from this condition I was in. Though I didn’t 
know Him, though I didn’t know where He was, though 
I didn’t know if He would hear me, I cried, “JESUS!” I

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the wisest of men, yet he did not inherit his father’s 

wisdom. Neither wisdom nor grace runs in the 
blood. Rehoboam came to the throne at the age of forty 
years. During Solomon’s reign there was a promising young 
man named Jeroboam in the kingdom who had been pro- 
moted to a high rank. One day the prophet Abijah told 
Jeroboam that if he would walk in the ways of the Lord, 
he would some day be king over Israel. Of course, Solomon 
had planned for his own son to inherit the throne, so 
when he heard of the prophecy concerning Jeroboam, he 
tried to slay him to keep the prophecy from coming to 
pass. To escape death from the hand of Solomon, Jeroboam 
fled to Egypt and dwelt until after Solomon’s death. 


After the death of Solomon, Rehoboam went to Shech- 
em, for all Israel had come to Shechem to make him king. 
At this time Jeroboam returned from Egypt and spoke with 
the congregation of Israel to Rehoboam, saying, “Thy fa- 
ther made our yoke grievous, now therefore make thou 
the grievous service of thy father and his heavy yoke 
which he put upon us lighter and we will serve thee.” Re- 
hoboam consulted with the old men that had stood before 
Solomon, his father, and they advised him to make the 
people’s burdens lighter. But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men and consulted with the young men who had 
grown up with him. These young men advised Rehcboam 
to make the burdens harder. So Rehoboam took the 
young men’s advice and said to the people, “My father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add to your yoke; my 
father also chastised you with whips, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions.” After this message from the king, Is- 
rael revolted against Rehoboam, and the kingdom was 
split. The tribe of Judah kept Rehoboam for their king, 
but the rest of the tribes chose Jeroboam for their king. 

Then Jeroboam built Shechem in Mt. Ephraim and dwelt 
there. He went out from here and built Penuel. It seems 
that he began to be jealous of the people. He could not put 
confidence in them. He was afraid they might kill him 
and go again to Rehoboam. He was distrustful of the prom- 
ises of God, even though the prophet had said God would 
build him a sure house. So Jeroboam planned sinful ways 
for his own safety. Although he came from the race of 
Joshua, he became a ringleader in sin. Seeds of thought 
that were wild sprang up in his heart. Proverbs 14:12, 
“There is a way that seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end thereof are the ways of death.” 

The plan Jeroboam carried out was to build two calves 
of gold. He put one in Bethel and the other in Dan. He 
kept the people from going to Jerusalem to worship by 
placing these calves nearer in the kingdom and declaring 
them for places of worship. This was displeasing to God, 
for Jerusalem was the place God had chosen for worship. 
The Temple was there which God had taken possession of 
in a cloud of glory. At the altar, the priests of the Lord at- 
tenued. The feasts that all Israel attended were held at 
Jerusalem. The sacrifices were offered there; but Jeroboam 
decided to work out his own plan of religion, which was a 
very destructive thing. Proverbs 15:9, “The way of the 
wicked is an abomination unto the Lord... .”

MAN has invented some wonderful things. 
Since the time of the creation of man, he has made great 
discoveries that have proved beneficial to mankind, yet 
God alone has salvation for the soul. This religion Jero- 
boam invented is like every other Godless religion: it had 
its origin in the human heart. He said in his heart, “If 
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1 Kings 12:28 


“Whereupon the king took counsel and & 
made two calves of gold and said unto 
them, It is too much for you to go up to 
Jerusalem; behold thy gods, O Israel, 
which brought thee up out of the land of 


Egypt.” 


the people go up to Jerusalem they will return to Reho- 
boam.” The heart is the very center of life, and it should 
be carefully guarded. Proverbs 4:23, “Keep thy heart 
with all diligence, for out of it are the issues of life.” The 
heart is vital to every functioning of the physical life, and 
it is also vital to the issues of spiritual life. We say the 
heart pumps the blood throughout the body to sustain its 
life. God says the heart not only gives out blood, but from 
it flows the issues of life. So the heart is not only a physi- 
cal organ, but it stands for the seat of good or evil. The 
heart may be crowded with the perishable things of this 
life, or it may make room for Christ and the eternal rich- 
es which are found in Him. 

The human heart is the fountainhead of all evil. Mark 
7:21-23, “For from within, out of the heart of man, pro- 
ceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness; all these evil things come 
from within and defile the man.”

go so far as to claim holiness, but it is like sounding brass 
or a tinkling cymbal. You must give the whole heart to 
God or else reject Him. God does not choose to be en- 
closed within an inner closet of the heart. He must rule 
supreme. 

A minister in Brooklyn was once called upon by a busi- 
nessman who said to him, “I came, Sir, to inquire if Jesus 
Christ would take me into the concern as a sleeping part- 
ner.” “Why do you ask?” said the minister. “Because I 
wish to be a member of the firm and do not wish anybody 
to know it.” The reply was, “Christ takes no sleeping part- 
ners.” Yes, there are many in the so-called society class 
of people who would like to accept Christ if they could do 
so secretly. Some allow their position or some frivolous 
thing to keep them from being a Christian. Jesus tells us 
if we are ashamed of Him in this sinful generation, He 
will be ashamed of us before the Father. 


THis worship was contrary to the Word of 
God. We are to live by every word that proceedeth from 
God. The command of God was plain when He said, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before thee,” and, “Thou shalt 
not make unto thee any graven image.” The desire of the 
carnal mind is walk by sight rather than by faith. The 
heathen in faraway lands worship idols today. They imag- 
ine their idol gods are looking upon them with wrath, if 
anything goes wrong in their lives. There is an instinct 
within them to worship, but not having a true knowledge 
of God they accept idolatry. This is a sad story, yet in our 
land men and women are putting other things ahead of 
God, which in His sight is just as bad as idolatry. Jesus 
said, “I am the way!” 

The result of this man-made religion was that it became 
a snare to others. The images became the object of worship 
instead of a means to help the worship of God. Anything 
that takes the place of God in a person’s life is sin. Those 
who sin drag others down with them. Remember, someone 
is watching your life today, whether you are a Christian 
or a sinner. You have an influence for good or bad. There 
will be many in hell. simply because they followed the 
crowd. The devil tries to make people think it shows weak- 
ness to stand for God, but it is the wisest step anyone has 
ever taken to accept Christ as his Saviour, to have a born- 
again experience from God, and walk in the light of holi- 
ness as taught in the Word of God. 

Jeroboam made priests of the lowest of the people, in- 
stead of allowing the God-appointed sons of Levi to serve. 
Those consecrated sons of Aaron were not the kind of min- 
isters Jeroboam wanted. Their strict adherence to the 
Word of God would not suit his purpose. Outward parade 
and ceremony is enough for some people, but Jesus said, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God and his righteousness 

. .” Jeroboam’s plan of worship had the outward appear-

ance of being right to the carnal man, but the foundation 
was not on God. Man’s religion may have much that is 
attractive and pleasing to human beings, but it lacks pow- 
er and authority. 


I read an account once of a woman dying. She was 
eighty years old and had been a church member for years; 
but church membership, the ordinance of baptism, resolu- 
tions of self-control, or any other kind, will not save you. 
This woman’s daughter sent for a man of God. He hurried 
to the home, which was one of the best in the community. 
As he entered the house the woman looked at him, wrung 
her hands and cried, “I am lost, I am lost!” The Christian 
man thought that perhaps the woman was under convic- 
tion, and he proceeded to tell her of Christ and His power 
to save. She said, “No, it is too late; I might have been 
saved, but I am lost!” She was in good health, had good 
use of her mental powers, but she walked through the 
house night and day wringing her hands and saying, “I 
am lost!” After she was too weak to walk anymore, she sat 
in a chair and wrung her hands and cried, “I am lost!” 
Her relatives could not stay in the house and listen to her 
screams. They hired helpers, but they would not stay. Fi- 
nally she grew too weak to sit, and they laid her in bed. 
She cried, “I am lost,” until she died. If people could not 
stand to hear one church member ‘wailing that she was 
going to hell, how will it be with the multitudes that are 
lost at the end of the way? 


THERE are many religious organizations in 
the world today; there are masses of books being poured 
out by the printing press; there are many radio programs 
on religion going full blast; but there is only one message 
committed to us under God, and that is Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified. This message is a narrow message, and a 
limited message, yet it is the only message that fits the 
need of mankind. 

Jeroboam decided to work out his own religion, which 
was a very destructive thing. A man may have a beautiful 
appearance in the sight of man, yet be utterly corrupt in 
the sight of God.

If a man neglects his 
opportunitites in this life, he will remember his folly in 
the life to come. 

Friends, don’t refuse Christ in your life. Accept Him at 
this opportune time.

It matters not what family 
you are from. Eternity has no beginning and no ending. 
We must choose the place we are to go after death. Today 
is the day of salvation; tomorrow may be too late.

strength, or qualifications; it means being compe- 

tent. Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego had been 
told if they failed to fall down and worship the golden 
image, they would be, the same hour, cast into the burn- 
ing fiery furnace. They were asked by the king, “WHO IS 
THAT GOD THAT SHALL DELIVER YOU OUT OF MY 
HANDS?” Daniel 3:15. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, knowing their God to be an all-sufficient, able one 
in all things and under all circumstances, answered the 
king, “WE ARE NOT CAREFUL TO ANSWER THEE IN 
THIS MATTER.” In other words, to them it was not im- 
portant whether or not they answered the king, for they 
knew their God was well able to deliver them out of his 
hands. Therefore, their knowledge and acquaintance with 
their God gave them boldness and courage to defy the 
command of so powerful a monarch. They realized that the 
God they served was well able to deliver them from the 
burning fiery furnace and out of the hands of the king. 
Nebuchadnezzar did not know their God, for he said, “Who 
is that God that shall deliver you out of my hands?” But 
they were well acquainted with Him (oh, to know Him is 
wonderful) for He was their heavenly Father. It is won- 
derful to know that the same God is likewise our heavenly 
Father. He knows just how much we can bear. “And fear 
not them which kill the body but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is able to destroy both 
soul and body in hell. Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing? and one of them shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father. But the very hairs of your head are 
all numbered,” Matthew 10:28-30. Yes, our heavenly Fa- 
ther will take care of His own.

THEIR OWN GOD. Daniel 3:28. The king also said that 
not one should speak against the God of Shadrach, Me- 
shach and Abednego, FOR NO GOD CAN DELIVER AFTER 
THIS SORT. The God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abedne- 
go was Master not only of the fire, but also of the water, 
wind, and all other things and beings. As David said in 
Psalm 62:11, “God hath spoken once; twice have I heard 
this, that power belongeth unto God.” As apostle Paul 
said, in Romans 13:1, 2, “Let every soul be subject unto 
the higher powers. For there is no power but of God: the 
powers that .be are ordained of God.

barrassment, “Behold my Christ.” This is often 

untrue of a relative or a friend. Although we may 
have a deep affection for a loved one, we are ever con- 
scious of his or her failings. We know that others see these 
failings in life even more than we. On the other hand, 
however, it is wonderful to loudly tell the world to look 
upon Jesus, who is the One without faults and failings. 
Yes, HE IS THE UNERRING CHRIST! 

John, on directing the attention of the crowd to Christ 
with the words, “Behold the Lamb of God,” knew that 
Christ could stand inspection. He was indeed the perfect 
Lamb of God. The word “lamb” symbolized purity and 
meekness. But even more important were the words “of 
God.” It was truly God who had taken the initiative to 
send Jesus into the world because of His marvelous grace. 
The Perfect One had come to set man free from the chains 
of sin and death. It was not primarily because man had 
cried out for help. It was rather that God wanted to re- 
deem His creation from the hands of Satan. Let us, as did 
the multitude of old, behold the unerring Lamb of God. 


7 CHRISTIAN can say with pride and without em- 


IN the first place, HE DID NOT ERR IN LIV- 
ING. I Peter 2:22, 23, “Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth: who, when he was reviled, reviled not 
again; when he suffered, he threatened not; but commit- 
ted himself to him that judgeth righteously.” Could more 
be said about a life than this? This is the Living Example 
of truth, completely free of selfishness. 

The first Adam was marked by mistakes. God’s creation 
had failed by disobedience. It was then that Jesus came, 
and as we sing the words of the song, “Then Jesus Came,” 
we can feel the witness inside that He came and is still 
alive today. This second Adam blessed all mankind by His 
perfect obedience. Romans 5:19, “For as by one man’s 
disobedience many were made sinners, so by the obedience 
of one shall many be made righteous.” Had Christ made 
one error in living here on earth, God’s eternal plan of 
redemption would have been defeated. Had He made mis- 
takes, He could not have been the Perfect Offering or Ex- 
ample. Thanks be to God, HE WAS UNERRING IN EV- 
ERYDAY LIVING. 

The crowds moved in on Christ from every side with 
questions and threats. Conditions under which He lived 
seemed to point directly to a nervous breakdown. Yet, 
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through all this He held perfect control of Himself in 
speech and action. Again He was alone in the mountains 
with Satan, and underwent severe temptation. But again 
He was unconquerable. They could, and did, rightly accuse 
Him of claiming to be God, but they could not bring a 
truthful charge against Him from a moral or an ethical 
standpoint. 

Christ, amid hate, loved everyone, even His enemies. As 
today, in that day there was fear; He was an example of 
perfect peace. When eyes were filled with greed, He said 
if they ask of you, give more than is requested. When time 
was important, He suggested that His followers ought to 
take time to go two miles, if asked to go one. THIS IS 
GOD’S PERFECT LIFE MAKING ITS ADVENT INTO THE 
HISTORY OF MANKIND. 


IN the second place, CHRIST DID NOT ERR 
AS A COUNSELLOR. Isaiah 9:6, “And his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor.” Not as many psychologists 
of today, who often give incorrect advice, Jesus always 
knew what road to map for the weary minded. Let those 
who sought His counsel be called to the witness stand, and 
you may hear them give Him praise, for He was the PER- 
FECT COUNSELLOR. 

Let us inquire of the harlot who was dragged unwillingly 
into the presence of Jesus to find out what was to be her 
fate. See the bloodthirsty mob as it would have Him give 
the green light to stone her to death. Look upon the woman 
with body bruised and torn and a soul as black as night. 
What would the advisors of today say to do with a woman 
of this character? Hear the Master as He calmly suggests, 
“Let him who is without sin cast the first stone.” He did 
not tell them not to stone her, but He made them con- 
scious of their own errors. It would be well for us, in our 
weaker moments, when we are prone to talk of others, to 
look first at ourselves and see if we are worthy of finding 
fault with others. 

Call next to the witness stand those who would have the 
Lord pay or refuse to pay taxes to the government. This 
would give His views regarding church and state, This 
time His enemies were sure He would make an error while

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under pressure. Who else, but Christ, would have thought 
to have them see whose picture was on the coin? Could 
anyone: have said as effectively as He, “Pay unto Caesar 
what is due him, and pay God what he deserves?” One can 
see readily how Jesus calls their attention to their re- 
sponsibility unto God. Surely, we should pay the govern- 
ment, but not forget that, in the end, it is God who gives 
us life, health, and strength. 

Nicodemus sought the counsel of Jesus. Wonderful are 
the words given to this Jewish leader. Here Jesus tells the 
difference in the natural and the spiritual birth. Deep, and 
yet so simple, were the words of the Lord. He could tell 
soon that the man was in need of having a “new birth,” 
which deals with the inward man. He was the Unerring 
Counsellor. 


AS Christ did not fail in other matters, He 
likewise did not fail or make an error as the Saviour. 
Matthew 1:21, “And she shall bring forth a son, and thou 
shall call his name JESUS: for he will save his people 
from their sins.” I Peter 2:24, “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteousness.” The salvation of all 
mankind depended on Christ. The ears of all eternity 
heard Him pray in the garden. Had He made an error 
here, the second Adam would have failed as did the first. 
Thank God for the words of victory that finally came from 
His lips, “NOT MY WILL BUT THINE BE DONE.” 

In the several hours before He was nailed to the cross, 
Christ could have easily failed, looking at it from the hu- 
man standpoint. His head was bleeding from the crown of 
thorns that had been placed upon His head. The mob 
laughed at Him and spat upon His face. What would you 
have done under similar conditions? Here again Jesus for- 
sook His feelings, knowing that the fate of mankind was 
at stake. He must not make a mistake at this crucial mo- 
ment. Our Lord was again victorious, and prayed only for 
those who misused Him. 

While upon the cross, He doubtlessly could have called 
legends of angels to His side, but to do so would have been 
to admit defeat. Let us even now gaze upon that glorious 
cross as did William W. How: 


Lord Jesus, when we stand afar 
And gaze upon Thy holy cross, 

In love of Thee and scorn of self 
Oh may we count the world as loss.

by his brothers to the Ishmaelites, but our able God had a 
purpose for it. Joseph found favor in the sight of Pharaoh, 
and he made him overseer of his house. Now, again, defeat 
seemingly came to Joseph. He was tempted by the wife of 
Pharaoh. But, he steadfastly resisted the temptation. She, 
in return, falsely accused him, and, consequently, he was 
thrown into jail for it. But while in jail, through the IN- 
SPIRATION OF HIS ABLE GOD, HE INTERPRETED THE 
DREAM OF ONE OF PHARAOH’S OFFICERS. Later Phar- 
aoh had a dream he could not understand. This officer 
told Pharaoh that Joseph could interpret his dream for 
him.

felt someone say, “You called my name?” O friend, this 
man Jesus is just as close as your voice is to you. He'll 
hear your cry no matter how far in the dungeon of sin 
you are. 

He said unto me, “What would you have me do for 
you?” I told Him I wanted to live; I wanted to be de- 
livered. He said, “I came that you might have life.” I 
told Him to get me some tools that I might dig myself 
out, that I might think myself out, that I might work 
myself out. He told me I could not be saved by works, 
to read further in the Bible. I read in Ephesians 2:8, “For 
by grace are ye saved, through faith, and that not of 
yourselves, it is the gift of God.” I said I was ready to be 
delivered, but I had no money to pay my debt of sin. He 
told me to read Isaiah 55:1, “Ho, everyone that thirsteth 
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(that is I, Jesus; my thirst has never been satisfied), 
come ye to the waters, and he that hath no money (that 
is I, Jesus; I have spent all my money trying to get de- 
liverance); come ye buy and eat; yea, come buy wine 
and milk without money and without price.” Hallelujah, 
milk for strength and wine for joy! Can I have these, Je- 
sus? He said, “Read Isaiah 52:3, ‘Ye have sold yourselves 
for nought (that is I, Jesus; I have never received a thing 
from sin, yet it has me sold unto death), and ye shall be 
redeemed without money.’” 

Friend, deliverance from sin does not come to those 
with money, as money will not purchase it. Works will 
not save you, for “by grace are ye saved, through faith.” 
You can be redeemed without money, you can have milk 
and wine without money and without price. Glory to God! 
I said, “All right, Jesus; I am ready to be saved, just save 
me now.” Things begin to happen when you get to the 
place you are ready to be saved, and realize your only hope 
is in Jesus. You’ll never be saved until you do see you 
are hopelessly lost, and you cannot be saved of yourself. 


Jesus TOLD me to stand up, and I argued 
that I was a sinner and there was no need for me to 
stand. Friend, the devil will tell you that you cannot be 
saved; there’s no use for you to go to the altar. Don’t 
believe that—stand up! If you will, the battle is largely 
won. As I stood up I felt added courage come: over me— 
hope sprang up that I could be delivered. Jesus said to 
me, “With the heart man believeth unto salvation. If you 
believe this you can come out of the prison of death, out 
of the living torment, saved from the wrath of God.” I 
said, “I believe!” and put forth my foot to go to Him. 
As I did, I felt the chains of sin fall; habits ceased to 
have their hold; peace was declared in my soul! The war 
was over—the man Jesus moved in! Hallelujah! 

The devil often tries to tell us we are still lost, but the 
Bible tells me I am saved. The devil tries to tell us our 
sins still stand, but Jesus tells me they are forgiven. In 
Colossians 2:13 I read, “And you being dead in your sins 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh hath he quickened 
(that’s what happened the night I got saved—I felt some- 
thing quicken my life anew) together with him, having 
forgiven you all trespasses.” Some man you work with may 
not forgive; the person across the street may not forgive; 
some deacon may not forgive; some preacher may not 
forgive; but JESUS says, “HAVING FORGIVEN YOU ALL 
TRESPASSES.” Glory to God; He forgives all my sin. 
You will never know what it means to have your sins 
forgiven until you have contracted such a debt, then 
turned to Jesus and let Him forgive that debt for you. 

The next verse tells me He blots out the handwriting 
that was against me. Hallelujah, all my sins are blotted 
out—erased, gone—you can’t find them! The devil can’t 
find them; they are blotted out—never to be remembered 
against me any more. The 14th verse says, “Blotting out 
the handwriting of ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of the way, NAILING 
IT TO THE CROSS.” My sins were nailed to the cross. 

Friend, the Bible says that man is a sinner condemned 
to die; he must meet the wrath of God. It tells us that 
we need not die, that Jesus died in our stead and that all 
who will accept Him as their Saviour can be saved. He 
paid the price for your sin; accept Him now as the pro- 
pitiation for your sins. If you are still bound by sin, He 
will set you free.

ITH ALL THE NICE formu- 

lags and plans we have been 

given for daily family wor- 
ship, the fact still remains that it is 
up to the mother in most cases to see 
that it is carried on consistently day 
after day. 

We do many things each day merely 
from force of habit. For instance, 
brushing our teeth after each meal, 
making the beds immediately upon 
arising, having lunch ready promptly 
at twelve, washing on Mondays, and 
numerous other things. 

These are all good habits. So why 
not, if you have not already done so, 
form the good habit of conductin 
family devotions each morning an 
night. Proverbs 22:6 says, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go; and 
when he is old, he will not depart 
from it:” Minds are not born, they are 
acquired by training. We are anxious 
that our children acquire habits of 
hygiene, that they learn correct man- 
ners, and that they have proper so- 
cial training; most of all, we are de- 
termined that they shall have every 
educational advantage possible. But 
when they have acquired all these, will 
their training be complete if they are 
not trained in the things of God? 

Maybe you feel that sending your 
children to Sunday School and Daily 
Vacation Bible School is sufficient. 
Consider the amount of time spent in 
these each year and compare it with 
the time spent in their secular edu- 
cation. You will readily see the need 
for a supplement in their spiritual 
training. 

Nothing can serve as a substitute 
for daily devotions at home. Since they 
are of such importance and Mother 
is in the best position to see that they 


are carried on, let us be faithful in 
our duty as mothers. The reward for 
all this effort is sufficient—the sal- 
vation of the souls of our children. 
For does not the scripture promise, 
“When he is old, he will not depart 
from it”? To see our precious children 
established in spiritual things will be 
indeed gratifying, for the end is ever- 
lasting life. 

On the other hand, in the tenth 
chapter of Jeremiah God says He will 
pour out His fury upon the families 
that call not upon His name. May our 
children ever think of us, and remem- 
ber us after we are gone from this 
life, at family prayer. It has been well 
said that a person who has had a good 
home where the family altar was 
faithfully attended, never gets over 
it; and a person who has had a bad 
home where prayer was never heard, 
never gets over it.

ASSEMBLIES SELECT NEW LEADER 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (EP)—Gayle F. 
Lewis today was named General Su- 
perintendent of the Assemblies of 
God, to fill out the unexpired term of 
Wesley R. Steelberg who died in Wales 
eight weeks ago. 

The choice was made by the Gen- 
eral Presbyters of the organization, at 
their annual meeting, which is in ses- 
sion this week on the campus of Cen- 
tral Bible Institute. The General Pres- 
byters are the official representatives 
‘ of the forty-one District Councils of 
the Assemblies of God churches across 
the U.S.A. Each District Council is 
represented by its District Superin- 
tendent and two other General Pres- 
byters. 

The bylaws of the General Council 
provide that when the office of Gen- 
eral Superintendent, the top office in 
the Assemblies of God, mes va- 
cant one of the four Assistant Gen- 
eral Superintendents should be cho- 
sen to fill the unexpired term. The 
four Assistants were Gayle F. Lewis, 
R. M. Riggs, Bert Webb, and Fred 
Vogler. Rev. Lewis was chosen on the 
third ballot. He will serve as General 
Superintendent until September, 1953, 
at which time the regular biennial 
election of General Council officials 
by take place at Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin. 

As an Assistant General Superin- 
tendent, Rev. Lewis has served as Sec- 
retary of Publications in the national 
organization. In this capacity he has 
had executive oversight of the Gospel 
Publishing House and the large Na- 
tional Sunday School Conventions 
which have gained wide and favorable 
publicity for the Assemblies of God. 
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He and Paul Copeland, Director of the 
National Sunday School Department, 
spent most of the past summer in 
Europe, where they visited a number 
of countries in the interest of Sunday 
School work. 


KOREAN MISERY TOLD 


(EP)—A recent statement from the 
Oriental Missionary Society tells that 
human misery in Korea so over- 
whelming that it is hard to compre- 
hend. During the past two years, 
multiplied thousands of Christians, 
along with the non-Christian popula- 
tion of the land, have passed through 
the panics of communist invasion 
and all the havocs of war, disease, 
and destruction. Added to this, the 
Christians have passed through the 
fires of religious persecution—hunted 
down, killed; homes and families de- 
stroyed simply because they were 
Christians. Schools in some areas 
have been closed for three months 
now because children are too weak to 
attend. In home after home the young 
ones are found lying about on the 
floor wasting away from starvation 
... Church attendance has fallen off 
about 50 per cent because people are 
too weak to attend and must use what 
little strength they have to go out 
over the countryside ubbing for 
roots, etc. In some sections the sole 
diet is tree bark, boiled until it is par- 
tially digestible. Pastors, Bible women, 
and Christians are starving. 

The O. M. S. is seeking funds to pro- 
vide their workers with food for the 
starving Christians.

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UESTION: Occasionally in Biblical 
-, dates, I see the letters A.M., such as 
A.M. 4030. Can you tell me what this 
means? Our modern dates always car- 
ty the letters A.D:—such as 1952 A.D. 
* —and I-know that this means 1,952 
years since Christ, but I do not know 
why it means this. Can you explain 
it for me? Also, what is the difference 
in A.M. with a and a.m. with an 
hour, such as 9:00 a.m.?—J. B. 


ANSWER: Simply, A.M. when with 
a date means “in the year of the 
world.” The initials themselves come 
from two Latin words:-anno mundi. 
Anno is simply one form of the Latin 
Annus, meaning “year.” The word 
~mundi' comes from another Latin 
word mundus, meaning “the world.” 
When these two words are put togeth- 
er we have the following: Anno 
‘ (year) Mundi (the world), which 
means “in the year of the world.” 
Thus, when you see any date with 
A.M. affixed to it, you know it means 
that number of years since the be- 
ginning of the w@ld. For example, 
A.M. 4030 means that the date is 4,030 
years since the creation of the world. 
According to the Jewish Calendar, we 
are now living in the year A.M. 5713, 
but based on Bishop Ussher’s chron- 





ology, it is about A.M. 5956. 

(From the Latin stem annus also 
ecmes our English word “annual,” 
which means yearly; “anniversary,” 
which means the commemoration of 
some date each year; and “annals,” 
which means a record of events dur- 
ing the year or by years. From the 
Latin term mundus comes our Eng- 
lish word “mundane,” which means 
worldly or earthly—something that 
pertains to this world.) 

When the letters A.D. are affixed 
to a date, it means, as you have stat- 
ed, “in the year of our Lord.” These 
letters are the initials of the Latin 
words anno Domini. The word anno, 
as I have stated before, means “year.” 
The word Domini means “the Lord,” 
gn og Jesus Christ. It was about 
the year 532 A.D. that a Christian 
monk by the name of Dionysius Ex- 
iguus worked out a new system of 
dating. Instead of dating according 
to the Romans’ method from the 
founding of the city of Rome, he be- 
gan his new system from the birth of 
Jesus Christ. The German Emperor, 
Charles III, was the first ruler to use 
the new system of dating Anno Do- 
mini..About the year 1000 it became 
a ye practice. Modern scholars 
believe that there is an error of four 
years in Dionysius’ dating—which 
means that we cannot be positive that 
this year is exactly 1,952 years since 
the birth of Christ. However, it is a 
firmly planted tradition and gives 
reverence to our Lord. 

The letters a.m. and p.m., when re- 
ferring to the hour of the day mean 
ante meridian and post meridian 
and are usually written in the lower 
case. The meridian is the highest 
point reached by the sun as it crosses 
the sky, which it reaches at noon. The 
word ante means “before.” Therefore, 
all the hours before the sun reaches 
its meridian are marked a.m. The 
word post means “after.” Therefore, 
all the hours after the sun has passed 
its meridian are marked p.m.
